It is unclear whether this is part of a "single operation" 
and if so why it is claimed as if It is a secondary step. Also, the initial step of "selecting a sound" was previously interpreted such that the 
latter claimed "single operation" are two different limitations which provide breadth for different ways of selecting a desired sound either 
generically or by certain inforniation such as volume. This newly added step for selection is ambiguous because it is not clear whether th 
antecedent is the initial (generic) selection of a sound or the "single operation" selection based on volume. Other new matter includes th 
addition of "providing a select indication operated from an extemal source" (claim 18, 44, 46). Thus the limitations to the claims contain a 
great deal oif information requiring further consideration. 
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
